inals.” 
The terrorism appeared de­ 
signed to demonstrate Greek 
Cypriot opposition to an Amer 
ican-British plan to assign a 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza 
tion peace force to enforce the 
truce between the island’s war­ 
ring Greek and Turkish commu­ 
nities. 
Makarios, in effect, rejected 
such a force Tuesday by de­ 
manding that it be answerable 
to the U.N. Security Council 
The United States and Britain 


say such a condition is unac­ 
ceptable because if would give 
the Soviet Union a chance to 
interfere. 
In Washington, the State De­ 
partment expressed shock at 
the “irresponsible” attack on 
the U.S. Embassy and urged 
Makarios to restore order and 
catch the culprits. 
The United States took up its 
peacemaking role on Cyprus at 
the request of Britain, which 
has been unable to work out a 
solution to prevent revival of 
the communal violence in its 
former colony. 
Wilkins said the burning of 
the cars appeared to be part of 
a “hit - and - run campaign.’

Called Off, Queen Says

HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) 
— 
Hollanders, already 
roused by Princess Irene’s con­ 
version to Catholicism, were 
buzzing today about Queen Ju- 
l i a n a ’ s announcement that 
plans for her daughter’s en­ 
gagement had fallen through 
In a broadcast Tuesday night, 
the queen said there had been 
“the happy possibility of an en­ 
gagement” for Irene, 24, bul 
“unfortunately we now must 
tell you that our daughter Irene 
has informed us this afternoon 
that this engagement will not 
take place.” 
“Our 
daughter is passing 
now an 
extremely 
difficult 
time,” Juliana said, asking her 
people to give the princess “the 
rest which she is. needing so 
much in these circumstances.” 
Irene’s whereabouts were a 
mystery. 
The romance of the princess 


and a mystery suitor, said to 
be Spanish, apparently caused 
deep government concern. 
Shortly after the queen spoke 
a government 
spokesman an­ 
nounced that the breakoff in en- 
agement plants was Irene’s de­ 
cision. 
Then 
Premier Victor 
van Marijnen summoned news­ 
men and insisted government 
pressure had not been exerted 
on the princess, who has been 
in Spain for the past month. 
Irene’s name has been linked 
romantically 
w i t h 
several 
young Spanish aristocrats. 
As the second of Queen Juli­ 
ana’s four daughters, Irene is 
second in line for the throne 
Her conversion from Protestant­ 
ism does not necessarily bear 
her from 
succession to 
the 
crown. 
The 
Netherlands 
has 
about as many Catholics as 
Protestants, but the royal fam­ 
ily is traditionally Protestant.

Hoffa Aide 
Is Informer 


Teamster Recalls 
Jury-Fix Plans 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) 
—A Teamsters official-turned- 
informer testified today that 
James R. Hoffa told him of 
plans to “try to get to a few 
scattered jurors” in the Team­ 
sters 
president’s 
conspiracy 
trial. 
Edward Grady Partin, Baton 
Rouge, La., Teamsters officer, 
testified 
over 
heated 
de­ 
fense objections at the jury- 
tampering trial of Hoffa and 
five other men. His was the 
first testimony linking Hoffa 
with any alleged jury-fixing et 
forts so far in the trial, now in 
its third week. 
“He called me to his room,” 
said Partin, business manager 
of Baton Rouge Local No. 5. 
“ He told me he’d like for me to 
stick around t few days. He 
might want me to talk to a few 
people. 
“He said they were going to 
get to one juror and try to get 
to a few scattered jurors and 
take a chance.” 
Hoffa and the others are ac­ 
cused of trying to influence 
jurors in the 1962 Nashville 
trial. 
The government won a major 
victory when U.S. Dist. Judgo 
Frank Wilson this morning per­ 
mitted Partin to testify. 
Defense lawyers flew in over­ 
night from Washington a lawyer 
who defended Hoffa in the 1962 
trial. 
“ I knew there was a serious 
security leak among the de­ 
fense counsel,” testified Daniel 
Maher, the lawyer. The govern­ 
ment, he said, had “seemingly 
uncanny ability to predict our 
moves.” 
He 
said he once 
inquired 
about Partin — who said he was 
in constant contact with de­ 
fense lawyers and Justice De­ 
partment officials during the 
1962 trial. But, Maher said, he 
was assured by Hoffa and one 
of his lawyers, “He’s one of us; 
he’s all right. 


Railroad Rapped by Council 
For Lack of Cooperation 


City Council last night wasted 
little time in handing a rather 
lengthy list of grievances to a 
visiting delegation of Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad officials. 
The railroad delegation was 
headed by William Glavin, dis­ 
trict e n g i n e e r for t h e 
Pennsylvania. His appearance 
at the Tuesday night session 
apparently stemmed from le­ 
gal action taken by the city 
against the railroad. A suit 
has been filed through 
the 
prosecutor’s office charging 
negligence in maintenance of 
crossings here.

Tax Cut Bill 
Still Debated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen­ 
ate Democratic leaders face an­ 
other stiff battle today on the 
tax cut bill—a Republican ef­ 
fort to repeal the IO per cent 
excise tax on jewelry, watches, 
luggage, cosmetics and furs. 
The vote was expected to be 
just as close as Tuesday when 
the administration forces beat 
back—by only three votes each 
time — major drives to retain 
the credit on stock dividends 
and to give a tax break to p<ar 
ents putting children through 
college. 
There seemed to be a good 
chance the $11.6-billion tax-cut 
bill would be passed by Thurs­ 
day night, well ahead of the 
time expected earlier. 
Sen. Thruston B. Morton, R- 
Ky., planned to offer the amend­ 
ment to repeal the excise tax 
in the absence of Republican 
leader Everett M. Dirksen, HI., 
who is hospitalized. 
Republicans contend the lev­ 
ies, mostly dating from World 
War II, a nuisances and should 
be cut out. The estimated gross 
revenue from wiping out the ex­ 
cises in the four categories is 
$450 million a year.

Johnson Asks

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Johnson asked Congress 
today for new laws to protect 
consumers against phony pack­ 
aging 
and 
disguised 
interest 
charges. And he suggested pos­ 
sible use of federal experts to 
help low-income families pre­ 
pare household budgets. 
Johnson, in a special mes­ 
sage on consumer interests, en­ 
dorsed nine specific pieces of 
legislation 
including 
pending 
bills to ban deceptive packag­ 
ing and to require full disclo­ 
sure of interest rates on install­ 
ment purchases, 
“ For far too long,” Johnson 
said, “the consumer has had 
too little voice and too little 
weight in 
government.” The 
President said that while labor, 
business, farmers and profes­ 
sional groups have been well 
represented, the consumer “has 
had to take a back seat.” 
The most novel idea In the 
message — the use of trained 
government workers to 
help 
low-income families learn more 
about budgeting and how to 
“get the most for their money— 
was not put forward in the form 
of legislation. 
Instead, Johnson said he was 
asking all federal agencies in­ 
terested in consumer education 
to explore fully the possibility 
of 
adapting the 
Agricultural 
Extension Service concept, “so 
successful in rural areas,” to 
cities and towns. 
The President also said tile 
government would try to pro­ 
mote consumer education in the 
schools 
and 
encourage

young people “to seek instruc­ 
tion in the fundamentals of bud­ 
geting, buying and borrowing.” 
He said his committee on 
consumer interests soon will be­ 
gin a series of regional confer­ 
ences to explore “the problems 
of adequate consumer informa­ 
tion.”

cardia.” 
Even thou gh he as­ 
su res me that I have nothing 
wrong with my heart, I become 
terrified whenever it happens. 
What is it and what cau ses it?

Dear Mrs. R.: The sensation 
you describe of a su dden rapid 
beating of the heart (palpita­ 
tion) 
and breathlessness that 
accompanies it is frightening to 
alm ost everyone who experienc­ 
es this u npleasant feeling. 
Normally, the heart 
rate 
is 
controlled by a central switch­ 
board one might call "the pace­ 
m ak er.” Occasionally, the pace­ 
m ak er is tem porarily "thrown 
ou t of gear,” for any of a var- 
: iety of reasons. 
There are many different fac­ 
tors that can produ ce tachycar- 
, d :a: 
excercise, high 
altitu de, 
1 over indu lgence in food or alco­ 
hol, excessive smok ing, large 
qu antities of caffeine in coffee 
or tea, reaction to dru gs, over- 
! medication of 
the 
nose 
with 
ephedrine derivatives, or even 
(diet pills. 
Emotional experiences, 
t e n ­ 
sion. stress and fear are also 
very im portant cau sative fac­ 
tors. 
You r doctor’s assu rance that 
you r condition is of no m ajor 
concern shou ld allay you r anx­ 
iety abou t it. Even with this as­ 
su rance, the anxiety may re 
tu rn if it shou ld happen again. 
It is at this tim e that you need 
a "booster shot” of emotional 
su pport. Often a telephone call 
to you r physician is su fficient 
to alleviate you r fears. 
You can be su re that y o u 
r 
doctor has ru led ou t all of the 
seriou s cau ses of tachycardia 
before he comm its 
himself to 
the statem ent that 
you 
have 


nothing to worry abou t. 
Incidentally, there is another 
irregu larity or the heart beat 
that is called "extra systole” . 
Patients m ay 
f e e l it as “ a 
dropped beat” or "extra beat’ . 
Anxiety is often associated with 
this sensation. 
Any heart beat irregu larity, 
if persistent, shou ld be explain­ 
ed by you r doctor so that you 
will not be bu rdened by t n e 
u nnecessary fears of specu la­ 
tion withou t fact.

ing to which both Chinas have 
adamantly refused to maintain 
relations with any government 
recognizing the other. 
There’s an Alice in Wonder­ 
land quality about the whole sit­ 
uation. 
Two Chinas have been an op­ 
erating fact of life on the world 
stage since the Chinese Commu­ 
nists drove Nationalist China’s 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
and his battered armies off the 
mainland 14 years ago, and 
Chiang established himself on 
Formosa, IOO miles off the China 
coast. 
Since then Chiang and Com­ 
munist China’s party chief Mao 
Tze-tung each have claimed to 
be the only true and legal rep­ 
resentative of China. Red China 
and Nationalist China operate in 
a vacuum as far as relations be­ 
tween them are concerned.

A. They don’t, according to Cornell Univ ersity 
doctors. In a four-y ear study of students’ sniffles 
the phy sicians found that temperature change, 
wet weather, and getting tired had v ery little to 
do with catching cold. The doctors kept a week- 
by -week record of students who v isited the cold 
clinic. The records matched y ear after y ear. 
TTiere were a peak number of v isits after each 
v acation period, with the biggest peak of all at 
the beginning of the school y ear when the 
weather was unusually good. There were almost 
ex actly the same number of colds at opposite 
ex tremes of weather conditions — on the hot­ 
test and coldest and on the wettest and driest 
day s, as well as on day s with the greatest and 
least fluctuations in temperature.

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WEATHER AND THE 
COMMON COLD 


Q . Why do people take cold when the weather 
Hiddenly changes ? 


A. They don’t, according to Cornell University 
doctors. In a four-year study of students’ sniffles 
the physicians found that temperature change, 
wet weather, and getting tired had very little to 
do with catching cold. The doctors kept a week- 
by-week record of students who visited the cold 
clinic. The records matched year after year. 
There were a peak number of visits after each 
vacation period, with the biggest peak of all at 
the beginning of the school year when the 
weather was unusually good. There were almost 
exactly the same number of colds at opposite 
extremes of weather conditions — on the hot­ 
test and coldest and on the wettest and driest 
days, as well as on days with the greatest and 
least fluctuations in temperature.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Repub- 
licans are at sixes and sevens, 
or eights. 
Four 
have 
announced they 
want their party’s presidential 
nomination although why two of 
them think they have a chance 
is a mystery. 
Four others, more reticent, 
deny they seek the nomination 
but don’t deny they’d accept a 
draft. In fact, three say they 
would. 
Some of the eight are jibing 
at one another and most are 
jibing at President Johnson and 
his programs. 
The harshest criticism so far 
is from Sen. Barry Coldwater, 
of Arizona. He called Johnson a 
“highwayman 
of the bureau­ 
cratic spoils system.” 
Coldwater, 55, and these three 
are the active candidates, all 
campaigning in the New Hamp­ 
shire primary: 
New York’s Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, 55; Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine, oldest of 
the candidates at 66; and Har­ 
old E. Stassen, 56, now a Phila 
delphia lawyer, who made a big 
pitch for the nomination in 1948 
but lost.

Rockefeller, whose prospects 
dipped after his divorce and re 
marriage, is on the liberal side 
He is critical not only of John 
son but of Coldwater, too, and 
for good measure he has taken 
a swipe at former Vice Presi 
dent Richard M. Nixon, who is 
one of the reticent four. 
Nixon, who shows plenty of 
signs of hoping for the nomina­ 
tion while steadfastly insisting 


he won’t seek it, only recently 
said he would accept a draft. 
It’s hard to figure out why 
Stassen is in the race. He was 
the “boy wonder” governor of 
Minnesota—from 1938 to 1943— 
but has never been elected to 
anything since. 
Why is he trying for the nom­ 
ination now? “To enlarge the 
debate,” he says, and to try for 
the nomination. This week he 
promised New Hampshire an 
international airport if he gets 
elected. 
But then ifs hard to say why 
Sen. Smith—a charming woman 
and excellent senator and poli­ 
tician who has been in Congress 
since 1940 and has never lost an 
election—thinks she has a fid­ 
dler’s chance for the presiden­ 
tial spot.

NEW YORK (AP)—In March 
1960, President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower ordered the government 
to help Cuban refugees organize, 
train and equip a force so they 
might, “when the time came if 
ever” as he explained later, 
overthrow Fidel Castro. 
A year and a month later, a 
small invasion force at Cuba’s 
Bay of Pigs was destroyed— 
killed or captured. It was “a 
failure of United States policy 
that led to a failure of United 
States power,” says Chet Hunt­ 
ley. 
The jig-saw of events that re­ 
sulted in the invasion fiasco was 
painstakingly 
pieced together 
Tuesday night by NBC in a 
“white paper” documentary. 
Summing up the complicated 
events that led to disaster, Hunt­ 
ley noted that “the tactics were 
reminiscent of the days of he 
United States’ ‘big stick’ diplo­ 
macy.” He called it “probably 
the low point, the worst moment 
for John F. Kennedy in his three 
years in the White House.” 
On Sunday, NBC will present 
a second “white paper” show­ 
ing a shinier side of the coin— 
the success of our policy in con­ 
nection with the 1962 missile 
crisis. 
Pat Fontaine, NBC’s “Today 
girl” for the past 18 months, has 
departed from that morning pro­ 
gram as, apparently, all “Today 
girls” must. 
Her successor is expected to 
be Maureen O’Sullivan, a fine 
actress and handsome woman, 
but a bit mature for that “girl” 
title. 
ABC reporter Lisa Howard 
has wangled her way back into 
Cuba. She hopes to do in­ 
terviews and travel—with a Ca­ 
nadian crew carrying the cam­ 
era equipment. Last time she 
was there she got a long inter­ 
view with Prime Minister Cas­ 
tro.
